Oven Temperatures

erate oven and the heat should, not be 
increased until they are almost done.

The road would 
be as skid-proof as engineering skill 
could make it, and so resilient that 
automobiles” scarcely would need 
springs.

“hicago.—Dressed in the ancient 
flowing robes of her peoole, a youth- 
fil, boyish bobbed apostle of new 
Turkey, is seeking help from her wes- 
tern sisters about the problems of old 
maids and dependent women which she 
credited to occidental civilization when 
it drove the harem from the near east 
and gave freedom to Oriental women. 

She is Selma Ekrem, daughter of 
Ali Ekrem Bey, former Governor of 
Jerusalem and is a delegate to the 
International Congress of Women. In 
an address she traced the change in 
life for Turkish women. “It was only 
11 years ago, when Turkey became 
a Republic, that Turkish women found 
an ally in the Governmertt instead of 
an enemy. Barriers came down with 
the rapidity of lightning.” 

‘Then in her precise English, she 
bluntly said that while all this had 
brought increased freedom for women 
it had also brought griefs. 

LOVE COMPLICATED. 
‘ Love, especially, under this new 
Tégiee, has become complicated, con- 
fused. ‘Wtee these great changes 
Turkish girls marred men selected 
for them. Now they havé-the right 
to select a husband. 

“But this has brought pain, con- 
fusion. Young girls in love frequent- 
ly cannot get help from their mothers, 
for they are of a past phase. 

“There is an alarming increase/in 
suicidé among Turkish girls hurt in 
love. What to do? 

“Monogamy has brought ‘old maids,’ 
for there are more women than men 
in Turkey. We of the younger gen- 
eration want monogamy, but what are 
women who wish to marry and can- 
not, to do?”

Said to Perfect 
Pictures 
Ottawa.—Invention of a “super eye,” 
which it ig claimed will make perfect 
television possible, revolutionize the 
speedy transmission of messages and 
action pictures, and multiply a thous- 
and-fold the power of telescopes, has 
been announced here. The inventor 
is Dr. Francois C. Henroteau, head of 
the Astrophysical branch of the Do- 
minion Observatory here. 

Dr. Henroteau has been working for 
10 years on an apparatus which he 
hoped would facilitate astral observa- 
tion. It is stated that application of 
the apparatus to television had not 
been contemplated until his research 
disclosed the possibilities in that direc- 
tion. Use of the photo-electric cell is 
said to be the basis of the invention, 
which has been patented in the United 
States after a series of tests. 

The inventor was indisposed and 
could nét be reached for further de- 
tails. Dr. Henroteau was the discover- 
er of the mysterious planet “Y,” the 
planet discovered by the Lowell Ob- 
servatory in Arizona. —

Soybeans in Kent 


About ten thousand acres of soy- 
beans are now growing in the Chath- 
am district to supply the oil and meal 
factory now established there. Inspec- 
tions of a few fields have shown the 
bean standing up better than ‘most 
crops under the drought condition. 
The entire product of last year’s op 
erations of the mill was sold some 
time ago and deliveries are ordered 
up to next October. The plant was oc- 
cupied for three months in manufac- 
ture of last year’s crop into oil and 
meal. With four times the acreage it 
is expected that a full year will be 
required to handle the coming crop.

Vegetable Crops 


Improving. Alfalfa Yields 

Reports from most of the 24 farm 
demonstration experiments conducted 
in 22 counties by the Department of 
Chemistry, O. A. C., are in. The 
figures bring out some interesting 
facts. 1933 growing season has been 
fairly favourable in many sections, 
but severe droughts have reduced 
yields to a considerable extent. Never- 
theless, results of great interest re- 
main. An application of fertilizers of 
875 Ibs. por acre in early spring re- 
sulted this-year in an average in- 
crease of 3,298 lbs. green alfalfa per 
acre. This was 31.2 per cent. greater 
yield than that obtained from unfer- 
tilized alfalfa. The highest yielding 
fertilizer was again 0-12-15, which 
this year gave an average increase 
of 34.6 per cent. over unfertilized. 

The average yield for the 221 farm 
fertilizer experiments on alfalfa con- 
ducted over the province during the 

four years shows an average 
increase for fertilizers of 4,033 Ibs. 
or 29.2 per cen d in addition valu- 
able residual i. 

‘Three common analysis tested in all 
four years have given the following 
results,—0-12-5, 23.7 per cent increas- 
es; 2-12-6, 29.7 per cent increases, 0- 
12-15, 40.5 per cent increases. The 
cost of 375 lbs. of the fertilizers used 
ranges from $5.25 to $7.50 per acre. 

The 1938 figures again confirm the 
findings of the previous three years,

Mines property on Cobalt Lake were 
destroyed Monday night in a spectac- 
ular fire which lighted up the north- 
ern sky for miles around. 

The low-grade mill, machine shop, 
storehouses and blacksmith shop were 
demolished, but at a late hour, with 
the fire still burning, it was reported 
that the electrical shop, boiler house 
and drying house would be saved. 
It was expected that the blaze would 
last all night. 

In the absence of the manager, 
Hugh Park, no estimate could be se- |; 
cured of the loss which will be heavy. 

The fire at the mine, which has not 
been operating since last year, broke 
out at 6.30 p.m., behind some stamp- 
ing machinery, and in two hours the 
four buildings, frame with metal 
shesting, were smouldering ruins, 

The low-grade mill, which was built 
in 1911, cost $500,000 to erect and e- 
quip, it is understood. It was the 
larg2st mill in the camp. 

The Cobalt fire brigade under Chief 
William Stimson, laid hose from the 
nearest town hydrant to the fire, but 
ran out of hose when one line had 
been laid for 1,000 feet and conse- 
quently could play only one stream 
on the flames. The Nipissing Mines 
pumping equipment was useless, due 
to a short circuit, according to Chie? 
Stimson. 

The Nipissing mill is the fourth to 
have been destroyed in recent years. 
The O’Brien mill was burned on Ls 
bor Day, 1922; the Coniagas mill in 
May, 1924, and the McKinley-Darragh | 
mill several years ago. 

‘The Cobalt employment situation 
will not be directly affected by the 
fire, since little activity had taken 
plate on the Nipissing property since 
April, 1932.

ings.

The antidote likewise surpasses 
anything else in effectiveness against 
cyanide poisoning, he says. He cred- 
its the cyanide discovery to B. Foresti, 
an Italian scientist. 

The antidote is sodium (etrathion- 
ate, a well-known synthetic chemical. 
Its constituents are sulphur and sod- 
ium. Draize used it by intravenous in- 
jection on poisoned rabbits. 

He compared the sulphur compound 
with the dye methylene blue, which 
was used successfully to treat a hu- 
man case of cyanide poisoning at the 
University of California last year. For 

both kinds of poisoning he found the 
sulphur better than the blue dye. 

“Animals can be revived,” he stated 
in his report, which receives first pub- 
lication in the official journal, Science, 
“from definitely more severe stages 
of carbon monoxide poisoning with 
tetrathionate than with the methy- 
lene blue.”
